When the suffrage was in vogue in 


the District, the negroes were an impor- 
tant factor in the government, zuid a 
part of the patronage was accentor! 
them. There was a negro assistant dis- 
trict attorney, a tax registrar and a city 
marshal, and other lucrative 
offices 


were filled by them. But with abolition 
of the right of suffrage they havo bonu 
out off one by one until the assossor^hip 
was the only place filled by a negro. 
Now even that has been taken away. 
Frederick Douglass says that the gov- 
ernment of the District is an oligarchy, 
-and it is a- wonder to him that tho pso- 
ple have tolerated it as loug as thoy 
have. Under its present form of gov- 
ernment he thinks it impossible for iLe 
85,000 colored people to get any civil 
or political recognition. 
He s.iys tho 


trend is now against the negio, but 
that a reaction will speedily set in. 


The sentiments of Mr. Douglass aro 


indorsed by other prominent colored 
citizens of tho District, who say that if 
they are not successful in their move 
they will at least let the world know 
they feel keenly the discnimuation on 
account of color in tho povurnmont of 
the District. The pastors of all the lo- 
cal churches are in favor of tho move- 
ment, and the petitions will bo plated 
at tho several churches from Sunday to 
Sunday for signatures. — Washington 
Cor. New York Sun.

Interesting Account of Some of Their Do- 


ings Daring TJieir JUito Vlsjt. 


The 17 year locusts, about which tho 


newspapers printed so many articles 
during tho early part of the summer, 
have come and gone, but their united 
labors have left quite an impress upon 
the forest scenery In many places about 
New York the oaks and other trees ex^ 
hibit a great many broken branches, the 
leaves of which have withered, and as 
a consequence the woodland scenes show 
in checkered spots a late autumnal 
.brown. 
_j In old times, before the advent of the 
white man with his ax, no doubt this 
periodical pruning of the forest did not 
do any harm, but in these later days, 
when the locusts extend their attentions 
to everything that has a largo enough 
stem to contain their eggs—to the peach, 
tho pear and the apple trees, to the cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes—his estimate 
of their wido utility is lost in his consid- 
eration of the orchard that has already 
I/eon pruned. 


The eggs of tho locusts were found 


flu-, bummer 111 over 70 kinds of trees, 
bushes and herbaceous plants. Indeed 
the females tried then ovipositors on 
everything thot came in their way, of- 
l-oii apparently by way of experiment. 


The distribution of the locusts into 


colonies was interesting

the latter part of May killed and deform- 
ed many locusts just then emerging 
f 10111 tho ground and also damaged the 
yotmg leaves on the easterly sides of 
exposed trees. 
In point of reputation 


this storm also did the locusts harm, for 
it v.s no uncommon matter to hear 
'I.oui accused of causing the withered 
coii'iHion of the leaves, even before 
f!»/ had commenced to lay-any eggs.
